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Railroad System 


Mineralnyo Vody-Kislovodsk Reilroad Line 


1. The length of the Mineralnye Vedy-Kislovodsk railrond line is about 
60 kiloneters. 


2o Until 1942, this line had a double track. During the war, however, 
one of these tracks was renoved and the material wag used for the 
sonstruction or ropair of another line. 


3. This line was electrified before the war. Electric power is supplied 
fron 9 hydroclectric station lecated on the Baksan River, about 60 
IdLloneters northeast of the city of Pyatigorsk, Before the war, this 
hydroelectric etation furnished power to the railroad line and te the 
citios of Pyatigorsk, Kislovodsk, and Yeasontuki. It was half destroyed 
during the var, and is now being repairod by German prisoners-of-<war 
foe stetion ia now operating at approxinetely its former capacity, 
and furnishes current only for the operation of the railroade

5. There are about 28 or 30 trains in oparation on the above railroad lings. 
Some trains have three cars cach; othors have six. Ths coaches have 80 
scate, and standing room for about 80 porsonse 


6 The run between Mineralnye Vody and Kislovodsk takea about two hours. 
The first train leaves Minoralnye Vody at 3:30 am, and the last train 
leaves Kislovodsk at 1:00 am of tho following dey. Trains leave each 
torminal every 30 to 45 minutes. A round trip from Minernlnye Vody 
to Kislovodsk costs 12 rubles. 


lineralnye Vodyearnavir Railroad Line 


7. The length of the railroad line from Mineralnye Vody to Armavir is about 
170 Xdlometers. It is double tracked. 


8. A local passenger train leaves Mineralnye Vody at 7:00 am daily and 
arrives in Nevinnomysskaya at 12:00 m of the same day. It leavea 
Nevinnomysskaia at 2:00 pm and arrives in Mineralnye Vody at 7:00 pa 
the same daye 


9, Trains leave iiineralnye Vody daily for Moscow. Passenger train Noo <7 
leaves for Moccow at 11:00 pn. It arrives about 52 hours later. At 
7:00 pm, passenger train Noo 72 leaves for Moscow; it arrives at noon, 
tuo days later. At 9:30 pm, a fast train leaves for Moscays it arrives 
about 48 hours later. This train has its terminus.in Kislovodsk. 


10. The following trains leave Moscow daily for Ifinoralnye Vedy: Passenger 
train No. 28 leaves Moscow at 12:00 pm and arrivos in Minoralnye Vody at 
5:00 em of the second day. Passenger train No. 71 leaves Moscow at 9 pm 
and arrives in Mineralnye Vody at 2 am of the tiird day. A fast train 
leaves Moscow at 10 pm and arrives in Minerelnya Vody at 3:00 pm of the 
gecond day. 


ll. <A round trip ticket from ilineralnye Vody to Moscow on the ordinary pessenger 
trein coata 170 rubles: however, it costs 440 rubles om the fast train.

Dlandu is a railroad station on the line from Grozny to Astrakhano 
{t ig lecated about 180 kilometers from Aatrekhen and about 180 kilometers 


" from Kiglyar (43°62'N, 46°43'E), The Kizlyer-Astrakhan railroad line was 


constructed in 1942 and is approximately 360 kilometers longs 


The rond from Yessentuki to Lagan was constructed before the war. Tbs 
total length is about 510 kilometers. From Yessentuki. to the town of 
Levalumeki, the road is unpaved and is about five meters wide; fron 
the latter tam to Lagan the road is sandy and is about four meters 
widso 


There are three bridges on this roads One is Jocated at the woat side 

of the city of Georgiyevsk, over the Kuma Rivers; it is constructed 

entirely of concrete, and is 10 moters long ani about five meters wide. 

The second bridge is located a short distance to the north of the town 

of Vorontacvo, It is a wooden bridgo about four moters long and fron 

three to four meters wide. The third bridge is in the town of Velichayevakeoye, 
at a distance of about 100 meteors from its eastern edge; this bridge is of 
wood and is from four to five meters long and from three to four meters 

wide o 


tigorsk-llalchik Roads This road is about 60 kLlometers long. Ita 
ore {7 acouk tour motors, It is an old road, constructed before the 
wor, and it 13 paved with asphalt. There are two bridges on this road 
one of them, located from 1.5 to 2 kilometers northeast of Pyatigorslt, 
ig constructed of concrete and is five moters long and about four neters 
wide. ‘The otzer bridge is in the village of Baksan, over the Baksan River. 
It is constructed of steel and has stcel trusses. This bridge is from 
L5 to 29 meters long, from five to six moters wide, and about five motera 
high (sic).

nm liare “the repairing, and surfacing of {his road with asphalt was 
begune Although it was unpaved, it had been meinteained in good condition. 
Informant says that the work began at Pyatigorsi: and hed reached ‘iineralnys 
Vody by July 1948. .He says that repair was also started in various cities 
and in both directions from theme ‘The reconditioning of the entire read 
should be comploted in 1950. Some parts of this road are considered unfit 
for repair and are being by-passed with entirely new construction. Tha 
width of thie road will atili ve from six to eight meterse

used even in ‘ad weathers

Noo 12 is a place where there are from 10 to 12 cne~ and tuo~ 
story buildings. The one-story buildings contain four 
or five rooms, and the two-story buildings contain 10 
yoous, Those buildings are usel by the perscumel of 
the airfield. 


Nos 13 is anairplane hangar about 500 meters long and 400 
meters wide (sic)o 


No. 14 is a place measuring about 800 by 800 meters, where 
twelve large passenger airplanes are parked. These are 


twin-engine Douglas monoplanes with fron 40 to 42 soats (#ic) 


used for long distance flights. They are painted dark 
green. In April 1947, infornant travelled from iMineralnye 
Yody to ijoscoy by air in one of these airplanes. Tis 
ticket cost 440 rubles, and he paid five rubkee per kilo 
for his lupgages 


Noo 15 is a place where from 20 to 25 small single~encine 
biplanes are parked. They are painted steel bluse, and 
are commonly called "Kukuruski" (sic). Those planes 
aecommodate a pilot and two passengers. They make 
short flights to Stavropol and Kislovodsk, and arg also 
used ona lerge scale in farming for sowing, spraying, 
aud spreading fertilizer on the fielda ond vineyards. 
In June 1947, informant flew in one of these planes 
from Ifineralnye Vody to Kislovodsk in 45 minutes.

Waterways 


Nevinnonysskaya-Stavropol Canal; It begins at the Kuban River at a 
Wistanod of avout five Eflometors northwest of thecity of Uevinnonysalcayeo 
The canal passes approximately 700 to 1,000 meters east of the city of 
Stavropol end ends approximately 12 to 15 Idloneters nerth of that citys 
where it joins the Yegorlik Rivers 


This canel is an ordinary channel. The bottom is about three metors wides 
the width at the top is from five to six meters; the depth of the cand 
$8 about two moters3 and the depth of the water is about 0.50 moter. 


The length of tho conal is about 60 I:lloneters, It was constructed 
hetweon 1945 and 1947, and was dedicated on 7 November 1947. 


The conal was dug for purposes of irrigation and is very important for 
the agriculture of this regione

e. Terelk River, This river is about 15 meters wide and from 0.80 to 
Tc20 meters deop. It does not flood, and does not freeze during 
the winter.

39. A militery force ostimated at approximately 3,000 men is stationed within 
the city. This force is reported undergoing training in tanks and motor 
transport. From 15 to 20 tanks and from 40 to 50 trucks are used in this 
training programe

An of] mill which has a production of approximately five tons of oil 
per day is loceted within tho citys It employs from 100 to 120 worlmens 


Pishchoprom: It consists of three divisions: a brewery, a salem factory; 
and & soap factoryo 


The brewory ig located at No» 101 Pazarnaya Streot in the center of the 
city. It is surrounded by a stone wall 1.5 m high, 0.40 m thick, and 

about 50 m long, cxoept for the facade facing tho street. Behind the 
brewery flows e stream which ia a tributary of the little river called 
Patkunok. The Patkumok River has its source south of Kislovodsk, Yessentuki, 
and Pyatigorsk; it empties into the Kuma River about 15 kilometers east of 


iimeralnye Vodyo 
The brewery consists of tho following buildings: 


fo A two-story stono building, measuring approximately 30 by 20 met 
which is the main building cf the none. On the Cipat flour, there 
are 800 barrels which hold from 100 to 15) liters each, two diesel 
engines, and ons steam engine. On the second floor there are three 
vats, oseh with e capacity of 3,000 liters, and the offices cf tha 
Pishcheprome ee 


bo A four-story brick building, measuring approximately 20 by 20 
meters. Ths barley is processed here. Theres is a furnace on the 
rans floor of this building, which used five tons of coal every 
24 hourd. 


ca A one=story atone building, measuring about 40 by 20 moters.e In 
this building, thore are six wooden barrels, with a capacity of 
10,000 litera oach of hot beers and six other barrela, containing 
finished beer ready to be dravme 


The cutput of thie brewery 4s eatimated to be 100,000 liters dalilyo 
It employs from 90 to 100 workmon. 


The manager of the brewery is a Moslem Russian naned Azizov or AgoZove 
whe has been a member of the Commmist Party sineo 1920. The assistant 
manager is a Ukrainian named Polonkov, who is also a registered momber of 
the Commmist Party. He was reportedly third officer of this bravery, 
and had the title of "managor of import and oxport (sio) of the factory.” 


The salami factory is located at 115 Pazarnaya Stroet. It measures about 
30 by five meters, and is divided into three roctiso From six to eight 
workmen are employed here. It produced about a half ton of salami per 
day 


fhe soap factory is located at 128 Oktyabrakaya Street. This consists 
of a one-story stone building, measuring approximately 50 by 5 meters 


Jt is divided into three roons. From elght to ten worlmen are employed 


heres. It produces two toms of soap per day> 


Tho Pishcheprom factory of the city of Yessentuki iu a branch of the 
Pishcheprom-Soyuz of the city of Pyatigorsk, which in turn is a, branch 

of tho Krai Pishchepron. Soyuz of the city of Stavropol. The latter 

4s a branch of the Pron-Sovet of ioscow. Tho Pishchoprom=Soyuz reportedly 
has branch factories in eighteon cities in that region. 
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has boon a registered menber of the Communist Party since 1917. 
Fren friendly discussions, however, it was evident that J) is uot 

a fanatical Communist but that, because ef the position he holds end the _ 
comfortable living he makes, he pretends to be a rabid Communist and 
eagerly carries out the orders of the Coummist Party.
